West Olympic Blvd. in the First District.The project is sponsored by 
the CK Hospitality group based in Los Angeles. 

We believe this hotel project will be an economic catalyst for the 
Olympic Boulevard corridor, just west of Downtown Los Angeles. 
Team Cedillo welcomes continued economic investment which will 
create jobs, generate tax revenues and upgrade our 
neighborhoods.
